According to the San Francisco Chron- 


icle Secretary Windom has permitted 
D 


reporter ot the Associated.Press to make a 
copy of the following, -which is taken from 
a letter addressed by him to o Weatern 
coneBpondent in answer to comment and 
inquiries upon the present stains of the 
silver qaesfion: 
. 
: " ' . ' ' ' . 


"Tbo bill recommended by the Secretary 


of ihe* Treasury is framed mainly for'two 
purposes. First, to meet the demand for 
an increase of circulation, and second, to 
enhance the value of silver by providing 
for it an additional and safe use as .money. 
If approved by Congress it wonld, in my 
judgment, accomplish both these objects, 
and at tuc same time afford a fair and just 
basis for harmonious action .on the silver 
question. To a silver interest it offers 
every substantial benefit that can be grant- 
ed; \rithont peril to oar financial system, 
-and far greater advantages than can be 
foiind ID free coinage. 
To those who de- 


mand more money it offerp an annual 
increase of from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000. 
To those who insist npou sonnd currency, 
it gives tho amplest guaranties ogainst the 
degradation of the American dsllar, but -to 
those who .would inflate the currency by 
injecting into it a larga. volume of money 
without adequate safeguards against de- 
preciation it offers no comfort whatever; 
and light bare ia found the secret of much 
of the opposition to some of its redemption 
features. 
' • 
» 


/ ••In reply ~o your friendly criticisms, let 
me invite yonr attention to the extraordi- 
nary concessions which aro .offered to' the 
silver sentiment of the country: First, it is 
proposed to absorb all the silver' produced 
by the mines and redaction works of the 
United States, thereby -withdrawing from 
tbe rcariet nearly one-half the entire silver 
.product of the world and thus greatly en- 
hancing the value of the whole. 


"Second—Not content with this conces- 


sion, which is surely without parallel as to 
any other product, the Senate committee 
insists that the Government shell be com- 
pelled to purchase $4,000,000 worth of 
silver each month, making $51,000,000 a 
year, which, with the amount needed for 
tbe arU acd trade with China, will exceed 
onr own production by about $10,000,000 
per annum. How is this excess to ba ob- 
tained? Only by purchase from abroad. In 
tbe event of an unfavorable balance of 
trade, when onr gold will be most needed 
at home, we-will be'compelled to export 
$10,000,000 of gold, which we -will then 
sorely'need, to pay for $10,000,000 of 
silver which we will not need at all. 


"This compulsory purchase of so great 


an amount will raake the • Treasury tile 
largest opsrt.tor in the most gigantic 
corner ever organized. 


"Third—The bill reported by the House 


committee provides that cotes issued for 
silver bullion shall be redeemed in standard 
silver dollars, if demanded by the holder. 
This will give the owners of silver bullion 
the power to convert every ounce produced 
in this country into standard silver dollars 
at their own will and pleasure. True, 
there is not the glightosl danger that this 
power will be exceeded, 'Because no sane 
man will prefer to convert treasury cotes 
which tha Government is bound to redeem 
in gold or ite equivalent into standard 
silver dollars unless he may want a limited 
number of them for some specific purpose.' 


"Under this bill the Government will 


Dot force silver dollars into circulation, but 
will permit any one to have coined as many 
of them 63 be can pay for with Treasury 
notes. What moro can the advocates of 
•Uver coinage demand? Surely nothing, 
nnleiB they desire to compel the Treasury 
to force the standard dollar into our circu- 
lation for the sole purpose of degrading and 


~ depreciating it. 


"Is it not enough that we take nearly 


one-halt of the world's silver product and 
look it up in order to increase tho value of 
tho other half; that we join the silver pro- 
ducers in the most gigantic corner ever or- 
ganized, and that we give tojhe owners of 
silver bullion the right and power to con- 
vert every ounce of our production into 
standard silver dollars if they choose? 


''For all these unparalleled concessions to 


the silver interests what is demanded in 
return? Only the privilege of protecting 
tba honor and credit of tho nation by 
the grant of power.to r«deem its notes in 
•ither gold or its equivalent in silver bull- 
ion. All tha bills on this subject con^ 
template a policy to extend over an in- 
definite period, and will result in the issue 
of a very large volume of Treasury notes. 
If they be mad* redeemable in lawful 
money they must be paid in tbe best law- 
ful money, if demanded, in accordance 
with the high role of honor which this 
Government has so far maintained, and 
by which it has established a credit which 
is the pride and boast of our people. 


" "If the balance of trade turns against 
us, or if distrust arise as to our ability 
to pay in gold, as it surely will under such 
provision of law, or if for. any other rea- 
son, we may be unable to redeem in gold 
when demanded, tbo Government will be 
compelled to discriminate ag-iinst silver 
dollars, when gold will at occa command 
a premium, and this nation will step 
down from its present proud position and 
take its place on tho financial .basis of 
China, India and South AmericsV It ii 
|b save us from thU danger that I have 
insisted so strenuously for the provision 
to redeem in 'gold or its equivalent in sil- 
ver bullion, 
' • .• 
'• 


"I know :of.bnt two ways by which Ihej 


proposed issue of Treasury nbtcs^can be.j 
anchored to the recognized values of the 
commercial world. - 
One ik the bullion 


redemption feature provided in the Treas- 
ury bill, and the other ia authority to sell 
bonds in order to. create ivresorvs fund to 
meet the constantly increasing volume of 
Treasury notes. The latter, I believe; .is 
both unnecessary and unjustifiable. • The 
former, I beHevp, is entirely practicable 
and safe. 
Even .with this safeguard 


against the destruction of -the fair fabric 
of oar national .credit,, the extraordinary 
concessions above mentioned Approach ns 
near to the' dangerous edge of peril as 
prudence will dare tread, llnther than 
go one step farther in that .direction I 
firmly believe that it wiirbe far be:lor to 
have no legislation on the subject."

Tho start will 
be made from PorSemllo, inTalareopu'aty, 
This is the Crot^effjrt ever rands to take a 
large part; of toarists into the hoait of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. 'When once 
fally known tha Mount Whitney region 
'will attract lar^o numbers of visitors and 
tonristi. Ou tho top of Mount Whitney 
the heat ot tbe sun is ao strong that water 
may be boilod in iU r.iya in a Email kettle 
covered with a sheet of ordinary window 
glass. As the heat of th« sun is not im- 
parted to the air of the region the atmos- 
phere is cold. 


In the present state of the art of war, 


military. schools are a necessity. It-was 
otherwise in the days when the weapon was 
a club, aud rude strength and courage 
alone, were needed to make a warrior:

bution nearly . every branch of human 
Knowledge, aud binds to its purposes every 
new discovery in physical science, and 
every improvement in the. mechanic arts, 
the nation that fails to maintain institutions 
for the instruction of its .officers, is but 
half armed. 


A technical Imowledge of military mat- 


ters must be impacted to insure success, 
and all appliances should ba handled and 
understood by those who are to officer the 
State troops. . 


States need not worry about the forming 


of an army when there aro well instructed 
young men, learning ut its military school, 
the art and science of war in all its depart- 
ments and ia all branches of the ' service 
and especially the practical handling of 
artillery, cavalry and infantry. 


If provision is made for thia instruction, 


we are on a good war footing. The more 
pacific a nation is the more noed she haa 
for military education. Without-'technical 
knowledge and practice in handling muni- 
tions of war our armies caase to be armies 
and become mobs. In other words we 
must maintain military schools. Military 
art is constantly changing and progresiing.
